being directly involved in it. The 
Government, in a general way, has 
never been overburthened with affec- 
tion for the Mormons, and anything 
that hag.ever been done for the people 
of this Territory has always been like 
tooth-pulling—a painful operation to 
those most interested. If mail facili- 
ties were granted, it was never done 
with the view of accommodating the 
Mormons, it was either ceded from a 
pressure that could no longer be safely 
resisted, or with a view of meeting the 
demands of other citizens of the United 
States elsewhere, who could not well 
be served without our coming in for a 
share of the accommodation. __ 

When bids were invited, the usual 
“jobbing” landed safely the contracts 
in the hands of persons who had no in- 

terest in the Territory, and “manage- 
ment” afterwards protected the contrac- 
tor in any abase or negligence that en- 
sued. A little over ten years the 
contract for carrying the Eastern mail 
was awarded to one of our citizens and 
immediately after he was notified of 
the aceeptance of his bid, the road was 
stocked and the mail carried in a man- 
ner that was not only highly creditable 
to all engaged, but was worthy of the 
Of course, something 
ad to be trumped up, and one thing 
was to follow another till finall 
mails were witlheld on thé Eastern 
frontier from the Mormon contractor to 
afford Old Buchanan the leisure to 
make an ass of himself, and after his 
tools had time to rifle the letters at 
Fort Bridger, the remnant of the mails, 
a year or more old, reach the persons 
addressed. 

There is where the trouble is. The 
Government don’t like the Mormons; 
and the editor of the Telegraph believes 
it don’t; and because it don’t, the peo- 
ple of California, Oregon, Nevada, 
Washington Territory, Idaho, Monta- 
na, and Arizona, whom it does like 
very much, en account of their good 
conduct as citizens, and their innate 
loyalty, must be deprived of their mail 

matter, in order to spite the Mormons. 
That is a new view of the case, to us. 
We hope the Governmeat won’t always 
keep mad at the Saints; and thus de- 
prive a couple of million or so, of toler- 
able fair “plugs” of citizens, of mail 
facilities, because it has got its back 
up against sixty or seventy thousand 
Saints of doubtful loyalty in Zion, 
whom it stands in awe of. Thisis a 
new wrinkle. Why didn’t you tell us 
of this before. We have been growling 
at Wells, Fargo & Co., until we have 
succeeded in raising a storm about its 
ears thét won't be allayed right away, 
It didn’t “buy” that paper in time to 
do any good.
